LITERATURE ON THE MOVE 


| Two new evangelical bookstores have been opened in Latin America, high- 


lighting the advance of literature in the outreach of the gospel around the 
world. 

The one in Bogota, Colombia, is the only one in that capital city. It will 
serve all missions and evangelicals in the area. Officials from nine groups 
attended the dedication. 

Forty pastors came to the opening of a new bookstore in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. “We are now reaching the man in the street,” says David Glass, who 
is directing the venture. 

Also in Latin America: 

Evangelical university students in Tucuman, Argentina, sold Bibles in the 
vestibule of a theater while the film, “The Ten Commandments,” was being 
shown. During five weeks they distributed 714 Bibles. 

The joint labors of four Bible societies last year resulted in a total circula- 


tion of 4,750,000 volumes in Latin America. 





In India mission groups are publishing Scripture portions in the news- 
papers. Mark has been published in five languages, John in three and Luke 
in one. The response has been very encouraging. 

Christians in Colombo, Ceylon, have organized a tract club, which has wide 
opportunities, since 65 percent of the population is literate. 

Evangelist Billy Graham has launched a new magazine, Decision, with an 
initial run of 500,000 copies for circulation to readers around the world. The 
editors hope to translate the magazine into French, German and Spanish. 

Graham said in an editorial, “The value of literature in winning the minds 
of the uncommitted is being clearly demonstrated by the Communists. . . We 
are being challenged as never before to set forth in print the cause of 
Jesus Christ.” 


CHURCH MARKS NIGERIAN INDEPENDENCE 


When predominantly Muslim Nigeria became independent, Protestants 
marked the occasion with an open-air service of thanksgiving and dedication. 

“We must evangelize every nook and corner of Nigeria, proclaiming the 
good news that Jesus is Lord and Saviour of mankind,” the Rev. Dr. J. T. 
Ayorinde, chairman of the Nigerian Broadcasting Corporation, told the 
audience of 20,000 and a nation-wide radio listening audience of millions. 

Earlier, at the official Independence Day ceremonies, tribute was paid to 
missionary work as an important factor in the rise and development of the 
nation. Prime Minister Balewa, a Muslim, Governor General Sir James 
Robertson, and Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, Archbishop of Canterbury, all called 
attention to the role of missions in the past. 

The Sudan Interior Mission had a special display at the national exposition 
at Lagos. Officials of the Ministry of Education have publicly endorsed the 
SIM’s new “Handbook for School Managers,” which indicates the government’s 
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confidence in mission schools, which 
are responsible for 35 percent of the 
country’s education. 

The premier of the Western Region 
and six cabinet ministers are Baptists. 
The Eastern prime minister and the 
leader of the opposition party are 
Methodists. 


DR. BARNHOUSE CALLED 

Dr. Donald Grey Barnhouse, 65, noted 
Bible teacher and writer, died No- 
vember 5 in Philadelphia, a month 
after he underwent surgery for a brain 
tumor. Known around the world as 
a Christian leader and conference 
speaker, Dr. Barnhouse served simul- 
taneously as the pastor of Tenth Pres- 
byterian Church in Philadelphia, 
speaker for the “Radio Bible Hour” on 
radio and editor-in-chief of Eternity 
magazine. As a pioneer in Christian 
radio broadcasting he first attracted 
national attention in 1928. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL STRESSED 
Gathered in St. Louis for the National 
Sunday School Association’s fifteenth 
annual convention, over 4,000 repre- 
sentatives from 104 denominations 
heard church leaders emphasize the 
importance of Sunday school training. 
Parents are unwittingly sending 
their children to eternal damnation 
by their “casual, careless, indifferent” 








approach, the Rev. Bert Webb, assist- 
ant general superintendent, Assem- 
blies of God, told the convention. Dr. 
Clyde W. Meadows, president of 
Christian Endeavor International, said 
the Sunday school is Protestantism’s 
best agency for fulfilling the great 
commission. Dr. Theodore Epp, direc- 
tor of the Back to the Bible radio 
broadcast, insisited that if Sunday 
schools would teach the Bible as the 
Word of God, they would produce men 
of God. Dr. Clate A. Risley, NSSA’s 
executive director, said, “The Sunday 
school is in our nation’s first line of 
defense .. .” 

Dr. Lloyd H. Knox, publisher of 
Light and Life Press, was elected 
president. The Rev. Gordon Talbot of 
Des Moines was named to head a 
steering committee to establish a new 
organization, the National Association 
of Directors of Christian Education. 

Next year’s convention will be held 
in Detroit. 


PROTESTANT MEMBERSHIP LAG 
Although Protestant church member- 
ship reached an all-time high of 62.5 
million in 1959 (a gain of 1.7 per cent), 
this was less than the over all popula- 
tion gain of 1.8 per cent and less than 
the Roman Catholic membership gain 
of 3.4 per cent. 





Latest figures publis.ed by the Na- 
tional Council of Churches are: 226 
Protestant groups, 62,543,502: Roman 
Catholics, 40,871,302; Jews, 5,500,000: 
Eastern Orthodox, 2,807,612; Budd- 
hists, 20,000. Roman Catholics regard 
all baptized persons, including chil- 
dren, as members. 

Total church and synagogue mem- 
bership rose to 112,226,905, an all-time 
record, indicating that 63.4 per cent 
of all Americans belong to a church 
or synagogue. 


MISSION EXECUTIVES CONVENE 
Such matters as the shift from rural 
to urban living around the world, mis- 
sion board administration, recent de- 
velopments in Latin America occupied 
the attention of mission executives at 
the ninth annual retreat sponsored by 
the Evangelical Foreign Missions As- 
sociation at Winona Lake, Ind. 

The Rev. Louis L. King of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance 
said a new strategy of work was de- 
manded by the increase of 255 per 
cent in the urban population of the 
world (cities over 100,000) since 1950. 

Dr. Kenneth Strachan, general di- 
rector of the Latin American mission, 
called for an effective witness in the 
midst of a new revolutionary era,

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» Here’s a unique new recording by 
the well-known writer and radio pro- 
ducer, Eugenia Price. Zondervan 
Records has scored here by releasing 
STRICTLY PERSONAL, Eugenia 
Price (ZLP-564). This falls in the 
specialty record category in that its 
continued re-play would demand new 
listeners. Miss Price does a very 
warm and professional job on the nar- 
ration. In essence, she shares her 
personal views on discovering God. 

Interjected from time to time is 
the beautifully-handled classic guitar 
work of a Chicago musician named 
Frank Hamilton. Joyce Blackburn, 
another talented performer, does a 
fine job as producer. Miss Price 
speaks very clearly and intimately, 
using effective exvression and well- 
chosen words that hold the audience. 
Her message presents God without 
reducing Him. Some may notice the 
reneated use * the personal pronouns 

I, me, myself, my, etc.; however, this 
is in keening with the title “Strictly 
Personal.” Personally I could wish 
she had strengthened the total impact 
of her message even more by greater 
use of Scripture. Although there is 
some distortion on sibilants, the tech- 
nical quality of the pressing is good. 

God deals with different men in 
somewhat different ways—though al- 
ways on the basis of faith in Christ 
and obedience to Him as Lord. Thus, 
many listeners may find their spiritual 
experiences quite different from Miss 
Price’s. Yet, many times God uses 
the truth of a changed life to encour- 
age and support the faith of others. 
This is one good example. 


» George Beverly Shea has recently 
recorded a group of songs of the Holy 
Land. Essentially a hymn tour through 
biblical lands, the album includes 
photos and descriptive text of hal- 
lowed landmarks in a_ book-type 
jacket. Shea sounds in good form 
here as he sings through a varied 
choice of titles such as Beautiful Gar- 
den of Eden, On Jordan’s Stormy 
Banks; O Come, O Come, Emanuel;

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The Heart of Christmas 


Through the years most people gather their own par- 
ticular cluster of associations which they link to the 
Christmas season. These are good and wholesome recol- 
lections for most of us—Christmas carols sounding 
through the crisp night air, the expectant bustle which 
precedes the Christmas program, the colorful glow from a 
lighted tree, the childish anticipation of gift-opening time. 

But all these, pleasant as they are, do not begin to touch 
upon the significance of Christmas. For this we must go 
to the Word of God itself to passages such as these: 

For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though he was rich, yet for your sakes he became poor, 
that ye through his poverty might be rich. II Corinthians 
8:9 

And thou shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins. Matthew 1:21 

And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only begotten 
of the Father), full of grace and truth. John 1:14 

Perhaps no passage, however, sums it up more pointedly 
than the statement of the apostle Paul in I Timothy 1:15: 

“This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners.” 

Here is the heart of Christmas, and it is our awareness 
of it and our response to it that matters most in the sight 
of God. 

Christ came into the world to save sinners. Have we 
grasped this vital act and received Him as our own 
Saviour? Great numbers are content with church mem- 
bership, a certain amount of participation, or a mild 
acquiescence to the accepted principles of living. Many 
who read these words should go no further before crying 
out to God for a definite, ““know-so” salvation. 

And what of us who know that we have been loosed 
from our sins and made new creatures in Christ? Surely 
we ought to live each day with the fact of our Lord’s great 
love and purpose before our eyes and in our hearts. 

The essence of Christmas is that Christ came to bridge 
the gap between God and man. “As my Father hath sent 
me, so send I you,” declared our Lord. There are great 
gaps today between the gospel of the provision of Christ 
and those who need it. Who will bridge the gaps to those 
in far-off lands? Who will go? Who will give? Who 
will pray? And what of the gaps that separate the gospel 
from the unsaved with whom we live and work? 

Christmas means so much more than pleasant associa- 
tions. Let’s not fail to live as those who understand. 


Christian Citizenship 


The election is over. 

It is a good time now to think about our role as citizens 
of a free democracy. Whatever our thoughts or fears 
may have been before the election, we now have had 
the opportunity to discuss, to argue and then to implement 
our convictions with a vote. 

This is no small privilege. It is the possession of 
relatively few persons on earth. This freedom to share 
in local, state and national decisions carries with it the 
responsibility to do all in our power that the will of the 
majority may encompass our nation’s greatest good. 

For those who may be gratified at the outcome there 
is the reminder that “it is not in man to direct his steps.” 
Your man, however wise, is not wise enough. 

For those who may be disappointed comes the word,

“The king’s heart is in the hand of the Lord, as the rivers 
of water: he turneth it whithersoever He will.” 

In either case, the call to Christian citizenship is a call 
to prayer. Our land has known great blessing and it 
faces grievous peril. The solution of the grave and basic 
problems of our country lies in the witness, influence and 
intercession of the individual Christian far more than it 
does in the judgment and vision of a man or men. 

“IT exhort therefore, that, first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of thanks, be made for 
all men; for kings, and for all that are in authority; that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty” (I Tim. 2:1, 2). 


The Bells of Hope 


God’s clock may seem to tick slowly, but it never stops 
or changes pace. Two thousand years ago, exactly as 
promised to Adam, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, David and 
others; exactly as foretold through Isaiah, Micah, Malachi 
and many more, the eternal Son of God became flesh and 
tabernacled on this earth. Christmas itself reminds us 
of this fact. 

Somewhere ahead, in the years or days or hours before 
us, is a point of time known only to God but equally 
definite when heaven will again open and He who “once 
offered to bear the sins of many shall appear a second 
time, apart from sin, to them that wait for him, unto 
salvation” (Heb. 9:28, ASV). 

Writing about the promise of Acts 1:11 in his Check- 
book on the Bank of Faith*, Spurgeon speaks of this hope 
which should be real in the heart of every Christian: 

Many are celebrating our Lord’s first coming this 
[Christmas] day; let us turn our thoughts to the promise 
of His second coming. This is as sure as the first advent, 
and derives a great measure of its certainty from it. He 
who came as a lowly man to serve will assuredly come to 
take the reward of His service. He who came to suffer 
will not be slow in coming to reign. 

“This is our glorious hope, for we shall share His joy. 
Today we are in our concealment and humiliation, even 
as He was while here below; but when He cometh, it will 
be our manifestation, even as it will be His revelation. 
Dead saints shall live at His appearing. The slandered 
and despised shall shine forth as the sun in the kingdom 
of their Father. Then shall the saints appear as kings 
and priests, and the days of their mourning shall be ended. 
The long rest and inconceivable splendor of the millennial 
reign will be an abundant recompense for the ages of 
witnessing and warring. 

“O that the Lord would come! He is coming! He is on 
the road and traveling quickly. The sound of His ap- 
proach should be as music to our hearts! Ring out, ye 
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bells of hope! 


Robbing the Defenseless 


In speaking with a Christian educator one day, we 
asked him what he judged to be the most insidious threat 
to the Christian community today. His answer was 
immediate. 

“Secularism,” he replied, which “is simply leaving God 
out.” Webster’s unabridged gives a fuller definition: 
“Any view of life, education, etc.,” it says, “or any policy 
or program referring to such, based on the premise that

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religion and religious considerations, as of God and a 
future life, should be ignored or excluded.” 

In view of these words, Thomas D. Bailey, Florida state 
school superintendent, merited our full attention when 
he declared recently that if education is to reflect the 
community in which people live and prepare their chil- 
dren for adulthood, “religion, and the moral and spiritual 
values which are a part of religion, must not and cannot 
be ignored in our schools.” 

These remarks appeared in an article in The Florida 
School Bulletin. They came at a time when an all-out 
attack on religious observances in Florida was being 
carried on. For the American and Jewish Congress and 
the American and Civil Liberties Union have charged that 
religious practices in the school system in Florida are 
divisive, sectarian and violative of the religious clauses 
of the U. S. and Florida constitutions. 

Dr. Bailey puts our own position well when he says, 
“It will be a sad day in America if a legal concept of 
separation of church and state ever denies children and 
youth in public schools the fundamental of our nation’s 
birthright—the right to know about religions, and the 
moral and spiritual values necessary for the formation of 
character, and non-sectarian reading of the Bible. . . .” 

To exclude God from our school curricula is to teach 
atheism. To ignore Him is to destroy the foundation and 
incentive for any true morality. To compartmentalize 
Him is to make Him irrelevant to all of life’s situations. 
To pretend His non-existence is to pull up by the roots 
our national culture and heritage and throw it away. 

Is this what our forefathers had in mind when they laid 
the base for our nation in the Declaration of Independence 
and the United States Constitution? No honest man can 
think so. This is the doctrine of Communism, in which 
a philosophy of atheistic materialism supplants a faith in 
Almighty God, based in His Word. 

There comes to mind the principal of a public school 
in Philadelphia, a generation ago, whose big voice used 
to ring out in the assembly, and whose words come to us 
yet: “Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? or 
who shall stand in his holy place? He that hath clean 
hands and a pure heart... .” 

This is what our children need. To give them less robs 
those who are least able to defend themselves. 
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The High Cost of Letting Down 


Rarely does a Christian stand without the help of other 
Christians, and rarely can he fall without injuring in 
some way the Christians associated with him. This is not 
surprising. If, as the apostle Paul writes in I Corinthians 
12, “the eye cannot say unto the hand, I have no need of 
thee,” then we ought to expect that the failure of one part 
of the Body would inevitably weaken other parts. 

Recently we have been reminded that the influence of 
failure is no less real when a believer merely drops back 
to a lower plain of Christian living than the one on which 
he might have lived. 

Consider what happens when a Christian in the office 
or shop comes to work each morning without the joy 
which has previously marked his testimony. Or what 
follows when the busy Christian parent succumbs to the 
pressure of various tasks neglecting daily fellowship with 
the Lord? Or what results when a pastor becomes so 
preoccupied with success or advancement that his ears 
grow dull to the voice of God? 

In each instance, the believer first of all fails his Lord 
(Rom. 14:8). Yet its effect is most visible in its influence 
upon other Christians. 

Non-Christians in the office who have been attracted 
by the believer’s testimony begin to wonder if there’s 
anything to it after all. Other members of the family who 
were fellow-beneficiaries of mother’s or father’s de- 
votional life no longer receive this help or profit from 
waiting on God. Members of the congregation whose 
pastor fails are deprived of the nurture God would supply 
for His people. 

Such losses can never be made up. Nothing can take 
the place of the missed blessings which might have flowed 
through us. No amount of stretching toward what we 
ought to be and do for Christ’s sake today will make up 
for the lost opportunities of the past. 

There are no truces in the Christian warfare. Let the 
believer fight the best fight he can, every day. He dare 
not let down for his own sake. Far less can he risk doing 
less than his Christian best for the sake of his Lord and 
the well-being of his fellow Christians.

Yet, in just 
one horrifying hour they received 
their thanks. 

For Maynard it was pure outrage. 
Now smoldering deep within, under 
the layer of fear that he felt more for 
his family than for himself, was that 
rhythmic pain of bitterness. It was 
the bitterness that came with the 
realization that years of sacrifice here 
were all apparently wasted. For all 
he knew, some of the very Africans he 
had operated on and tried to show the 
love of God were now out in the dark- 
ness ready to repay him with steel and 
blood.

THE GOSPEL 
according to 


Isarah 53 


By Dr. M. R. DeHaan 


HE Bible from beginning to 
end abounds with pro- 
phetic significance. No 
sincere student of the 
Bible can escape this 
miraculous element. In the nature of 
things, prophecy is a foretelling of the 
future. Therefore the study of proph- 
ecy today is largely occupied with the 
second advent of our Lord. This is 
understandable. But the emphasis 
may be so great as to overshadow the 
many passages of Scripture that de- 
scribe with pinpoint accuracy the cir- 
cumstances that attended our Lord’s 
first advent. These, at the time they 
were written, described events of the 
future. 

Some portions of Scripture deal 
with both advents of our Lord. One 
of these is the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah—though the major portion of 
it by far is occupied with the first 
advent of Christ. I should like to deal 
with a few of the highlights of this 
prophecy—a prophecy that was writ- 
ten nearly seven hundred years be- 
fore Jesus came. 

Since this portion of the Book logi- 
cally begins several verses earlier, we 
shall begin our study with chapter 52, 
verse 13, which reads: 





“Behold, my servant shall deal pru- 
dently, he shall be exalted and ex- 
tolled, and be very high. As many 
were astonied at thee; his visage 
was so marred more than any man, 
and his form more than the sons of 
men: so shall he sprinkle many na- 
tions; the kings shall shut their 
mouths at him: for that which had 
not been told them shall they see; and 
that which they had not heard shall 
they consider.” 

This servant of Jehovah we recog- 
nize immediately as the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, the coming 
Messiah. The prophet gives us a two- 
fold portrait, one having to do with 
the first advent of our Lord, when 
He was rejected and His visage mar- 
red more than that of any man. Im- 
mediately following, another portrait 
is given, separated by centuries of 
time, which concerns the second ad- 
vent, the glorious coming again of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Then going on, for there is no chap- 
ter break in the original manuscript, 
Isaiah in amazement recognizes that 
this One, so clearly predicted, would 
come into an unbelieving world, and 
that people would somehow miss His 
identity entirely. 
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Since He is identified so unmistak- 
ably, we wonder how anyone could 
miss knowing who He was. Yet the 
sad record is that He came into “the 
world, and the world was made by 
him, and the world knew him not. He 
came unto his own, and his own 
received him not” (John 1:10, 11). 
Isaiah in prophetic vision saw all of 
this, and in astonishment continues 
(53:1): “Who hath believed our re- 
port?” 

The entire chapter may be outlined 
in this way: 

Verses 1-4: Cnrist’s birth and min- 
istry up to the cross. 

Verses 5-lla: Christ’s death on the 
cross. 

Verses 11b-12: Christ’s resurrec- 
tion and glorious vindication. 


+In these verses we have the entire 
gospel story, as someone has called it, 
“the gospel according to Isaiah.” 

Returning to verse 2: “For he shall 
grow up before him as a _ tender 
plant.” Now remember, we are talk- 
ing about the Son of God, the Creator 
of the universe, the One who always 
was, without the beginning of days 
or end of years. Yet, here He is rep- 
resented by the prophet as one “grow- 
ing up like a tender plant.” 

This is one of the most graphic de- 
scriptions of the humanity of the 
Lord Jesus. In order to be identified 
with us, this great eternal God laid 
aside the form of God, came down 
from heaven and took up His resi- 
dence underneath the loving heart 


of a Jewish maiden. And for 280 days 
He developed the body which God 
had prepared in the womb of a virgin, 
and in which body He was to bear our 
sins to the cross of Calvary. 

There was nothing miraculous 
about the birth of Jesus; the miracle 
lay in the conception. After the 
miraculous conception by the Holy 
Spirit, all that followed went along 
in a perfectly normal and natural 
way as the body of Jesus developed 
beneath the bosom of the maiden. 

There is nothing, not even in the 
record of Dr. Luke, to suggest that 
Mary’s_ parturition was abnormal. 
Jesus’ birth took place in the same 
way that any mother would give birth 
to her first baby. We have a reference 
to the virgin birth in verse 2 of this 
chapter. Here the supernatural con- 
ception is signified by the words, “a 
root out of a dry ground.” 

We are given then a picture of Him 
as to His_ physical appearance. 
Strangely, the Bible does not tell us 
anything beyond this about what 
Jesus looked like when He was here. 
All the pictures and paintings of 
the Lord Jesus Christ that you have 
ever seen do not mean a thing, being 
only the product of the artist’s imagi- 
nation. 

Do you know what Jesus looked 
like when He was here? Have you 
any indication what color eyes He 
had, whether He was tall or short, 
stout or lean, whether His hair was 
black or brown? Nothing is said in 
the Scripture. We shall, of course,

Christ Is There 


WE have all heard the oft-repeated slogan, 
“Put Christ Back in Christmas.” 

This slogan is inaccurate, we feel. Ever since 
that holy night, almost 2,000 years ago, when 
the Son of God became man, Christ has been 
in Christmas. Christ has been and always will 
be in Christmas. The person who needs to be 
put back in Christmas is you and me. 

How many of us observe the birth of the Redeemer without even a 
thought given to whose birthday we are celebrating? Who among us 
would plan a birthday party without inviting the celebrant? No one, 
of course. Yet how many celebrate Christ’s birthday without even 
paying homage to the Babe of Bethlehem? 

Who would think of going to the home of someone who is celebrating 
a birthday and doing everything he could to insult the honored guest? 
Very few people. Yet many of us celebrate Christmas by getting intoxi- 
cated and doing everything possible to insult the Christ whose birthday 


Christmas is not the birthday of Santa Claus. It is not a day to stuff 
ourselves with food and receive presents. It is not a world holiday. 
It is the birthday of our Redeemer. 

This year, let’s remember that. Christ is in Christmas, where he

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know what He looks like when He 
comes again, in the glory of His resur- 
rection body. John in Revelation tells 
us all about that. 

But what did He Jook like when 
He was here? God for some reason 
has hidden it from our eyes. The 
beauty of our Lord was not physical, 
but spiritual. It was the diety of His 
character, of His compassion, of His 
love, of His graces, virtues and attri- 
butes that made Him attractive. 

But, according to this description 
and the hinting, at least, of the New 
Testament record, Jesus was not in 
the opinion of men handsome. For 
I read in this verse: “he hath no form 
or comeliness: and when we shall see 
him, there is no beauty that we should 
desire him.” Instead, we read on, “He 
is despised and rejected of men; a 
man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief .. .” (Isa. 53:2). 

They looked upon Him and said, 
“What has this man done, that he 
should be so prematurely old?” They 
saw a young man in the prime of life 
and said, “Why, he must be almost 
fifty years old!” 

When I read these things I get a 
little glimpse of the fact that Jesus, 
conscious already of the burden of 
our sins that He bore, reflected it 
in His physical appearance while He 
was here on the earth. Now, don’t 
argue with me, argue with the Book: 
“When we shall see him, there is no 
beauty that we should desire him.” 


+ SIGNIFICANTLY, no picture of Him is 
presented in the gospels. But we are 
told that He was “a man of sorows, 
and acquainted with grief.” How sad! 
There is not a single record in the 
whole Bible that Jesus ever smiled, 
much less laughed. But there are 
three incidents in the Bible where 
Jesus wept. He was a weeping Sav- 
iour, not the happy-go-lucky, slap- 
on-the-back kind of man depicted 
in one of our modern novels. 

We can understand this when we 
read on to verse 5. Why was He so 
sad? Why did never a smile cross 
His face, never a bit of laughter come 
from His blessed lips? Because “he 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities.” 

Jesus, with the shadow of the Cross 
lying athwart His path and knowing 
the awfulness of sin, would gladly do 
as He did. He did not fear the sneer- 
ing, the reviling, the pain, the nails. 
It was not the crown of thorns, or 
the flagellation by His persecutors 
that made Him tremble. The only 
thing Jesus ever feared was what God 
offered Him in Gethsemane—the cup 
of my sin. 

This is what made Him cry out for 
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deliverance, “My God, my Father, 
if it be possible . . . something beside 
this.” 
Man of sorrows, what a name 
For the Son of God to claim, 
Ruined sinners to reclaim! 
Hallelujah, what a Saviour! 


Notice how the description of the 
suffering Servant develops as we go 
along in the chapter. Verse 6: “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all.” 

I can understand that, if He bore 
nothing more than my sin, it would 
be enough to crush Him. But when 
I think of my sin being multiplied by 
the sin of the whole world, as God laid 
on Him “the iniquity of us all,” I am 
at a loss for words. “All we like sheep 
...’—the all of universal condemna- 
tion. “, . . the iniquity of us all”—the 
all of reconciliation. How wonderful, 
breaking in between the two “alls,” 
is this word: “. .. the Lord hath laid 


on him”! 


+ THE next revelation is also wonder- 
ful. Verse 7: “He was oppressed, and 
he was afflicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth: he is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as the sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he openeth 
not his mouth.” 

Has it ever been pointed out to you 
that in the seven words that went up 
from the cross there was not one note 
of complaint from the lips of the Sav- 
iour? I think we quite misunderstand 
our Lord. The last words that He 
spoke were completely divorced from 
any trace of sympathy for Himself. 

He prayed for His enemies. He 
prayed for His mother. He prayed for 
His brother. He prayed for a thief. 
He said to the women, “Weep not 
over me, but weep over yourselves 
and over your children.” But through 
it all there was not one complaining 
word! 

But, you say, what about the words, 
“IT thirst”? Didn’t Jesus complain of 
thirst there? No, I am sure He was 
thirsty, but He did not say “I thirst” 
because He was thirsty. He had quite 
another thought in mind—the “more 
sure” word of prophecy. 

As He hung there, in full posses- 
sion of all His mental and physical 
faculties, He looked back over the 
years and checked off every prophecy 
concerning His first coming. Then He 
must have said, “One more prophecy 
remains unfulfilled. When that is 
done, the work is finished.” 

Turn, if you will to John 19:28: 
“After this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that

A” alone, feeling somehow dwarfed 
and insignificant, I stood in the 

darkness of a winter night in 
Moscow’s Red Square. Above me 
towered the massive walls of the 
Kremlin, and high overhead—standing 
out in bold relief against the black and 
starless sky—blinked the red light that 
marks this as the nerve center of 
world Communism. 

Watching the red star, which to the 
mind of the visitor from the free world 
almost inevitably carries a connotation 
of gloating defiance, and lifting my 
eyes to the drab darkness beyond it, I 
thought suddenly, “There’s another 
light in this darkness—a_ greater 
Light!” 

And to my mind there came a trans- 
lation of John 1:5 I once read: The 
light is still shining in the darkness, 
for the darkness has never put it out. 

I thought of these words as I stood 
there in the blackness of that Russian 
night, and I have thought of them 
many times since as I have walked this 
world with God. 


+ THEY came to me with new meaning 
in the tiny country of Nepal, that 
mysterious little land of “the abomin- 
able snowman”—a beautiful country 
marked by a strange religious dark- 
ness. 

I thought of them again in one of 
the countries of the mid-East, where 
the match-stick light of a single 
known believer flickers against the 
background of perhaps the most com- 
pletely non-Christian culture in all 
the world. 

They have come to me with heart- 
breaking force as I have stood with 
my feet on free soil but my eyes 
focused on the colossus of Red China, 
where 650 million-plus souls for 
whom Christ died live virtually with- 
out opportunity to hear of His love. 

Darkness .. . all over the world. 
But there is a light shining in this 
world’s darkness—the light of truth, 
the light of Christ—this is the light 


lives in the shadow 


of death, and there is only one hope 


that the darkness can never put out! 

Always this has been true. Once, 
the Bible tells us, the earth was with- 
out form and void. But the voice of 
God thundered forth in omnipotence, 
and the darkness gave way to the 
glorious light of creation. 

Then, once again, darkness covered 
the earth. God in loving lonesome- 
ness created man that He might fel- 
lowship with Him, but sin entered in 
to shade the light of their togetherness. 
Yet even as the first man and woman, 
confronted with the immensity of their 
rebellion, hid themselves from the 
light of His holy presence, God gave 
the first promise of the One who would 
come and forever put away sin by the 
offering of Himself. 

Once more the earth was shrouded 
in darkness. The promised One came, 
lived and taught as no one else had 
ever done. But He was taken by 
“wicked hands” and nailed to a cross, 
and darkness—literal darkness—de- 
scended upon the earth. Yet even in 
that darkness shone the light of eter- 
nal love in His “Father, forgive them 

.” Afterward, the blackness of 
Calvary gave way to the light of the 
Resurrection, dispelling the darkness 
of death for the child of God. 

Darkness . . . and light. 

This contrast came home to me with 
new force as I stood there that night 
in Red Square. The dark bulk of the 
Kremlin reminded me of the greater 
darkness of the political system that 
not only ignores God but seeks to 
destroy Him; and the Red Star, in a 
vastly different way, was to me a 
symbol of the true Light that still 
shines . . . even in Russia. 


+ I REMEMBERED the Christmas Eve 
service I had attended only a few 
hours before in Moscow’s Protestant 
church, and the light of faith and hope 
I had seen in the faces of those who 
met there in the name of Christ. I 
know, of course, that the leaders of 
this church have been accused of 


being the tools of the government, that 
the church is regarded by many as a 
mere front, a show and pretense of 
religious freedom. The extent to which 
these charges may be true I do not 
know, but my heart will not permit 
me to doubt the sincerity and genu- 
ineness of the worship of many of 
those whom I met and with whom I 
talked. 

I remembered, too, standing there, 
the light that shone in the eyes of a 
Russian I had met the day before. As 
Dr. Bob Pierce and Dr. Paul S. Rees 
and I were conducted through the 
Kremlin by an Intourist guide, we 
noticed the man walking nearby, stop- 
ping when we stopped, listening when 
we talked. Finally he approached our 
guide and said a few words in Russian. 

“This man says he was in a meeting 
where you were last night,” said our 
interpreter-guide, Lisa. She looked at 
us sharply. “Were you in some kind 
of meeting?” 

“Yes,” we admitted quickly and 
freely. “We were at the Protestant 
Church.” 

“This man says he was told you 
have something to do with Korea,” she 
continued. She hesitated, then went 
on, “He comes from Vladivostok. He 
is a believer and says that he has often 
listened to a Christian broadcast that 
comes from South Korea.” 

Questioning the man via Lisa’s 
interpretation, we soon found that he 
was referring to the TEAM radio 
ministry from Inchon, South Korea, 
directed by Missionary Tom Watson. 

“He wants you to thank everyone in 
America who has helped make this 
possible,” said Lisa, with a note of 
what seemed to be obvious reluctance 
in her voice. “It brought great joy 
and blessing and encouragement to his 
heart.” 

I remember how I looked around 
at the Kremlin walls and buildings 
surrounding us, then at the man from 
Vladivostok, whose eyes were shining

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T was the day before Christmas and 

Jimmy wanted to see Christmas, 
Cherry wanted to hear Christmas and 
Joy wanted to feel Christmas.” 

This is the way Aunt Theresa Wor- 
man, director of children’s programs 
for Moody Bible Institute’s WMBI, 
Chicago, begins one of her Christmas 
stories for children. And _ because 
Aunt Theresa knows that this is ex- 
actly the way boys and girls feel about 
Christmas, her annual Christmas 
party was born. 

This year, for the third season, boys 
and girls, mothers and fathers, and 
some grandmothers and grandfathers 
as well, will gather on December 3 for 
what has come to be the highlight of 
the Christmas season for literally 
thousands of boys and girls. The de- 
mand for seats at Moody Bible Insti- 
tute’s Torrey Gray auditorium has 
been so great that not one but two 
parties will be held, with the audito- 
rium filling first at 10:00 a.m. and 
then again at 2:00 p.m. 
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The order of the day for the party 
runs something like this: Long before 
10:00 a.m. the children begin to ar- 
rive. They come from the north, the 
south, the east and west of Chicago in 
all kinds of cars and buses. There are 
family groups, Sunday school classes, 
girls’ and boys’ clubs and Bible clubs. 
There is a Japanese Sunday school 
class, a Bible club of Negro children 
and a group of Puerto Rican children. 

Handicapped children in wheel 
chairs and a group of blind children 
join the crowd and are shown to spe- 
cial places in front. Ushers help each 
group to find a place and the big audi- 
torium quickly fills up. 

There’s a craning of necks and the 
cry goes up, “There she is! There's 
Aunt Theresa!” as a slender, viva- 
cious figure in red moves toward the 
platform, stopping to chat briefly with 
friends along the way. The program 
gets underway and for two hours the 
crowd is rapt and spellbound. A 
special portion of the party is set aside

auditorium rocks with cheers and 
laughter as clowns have their time of 
fun with the young guests. Finally, 
little packets of candy, balloons and 
tracts—these will be taken back home 
and read by older members of the 
family—are distributed and the big 
auditorium empties only to fill up all 
over again for the afternoon party. 

Fun? Barrels of it. But behind it 
all is a serious purpose. 

First, the party is only another 
highlight of the year-around pro- 
gramming of the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute radio network. For over thirty 
years radio station WMBI and now 
more recently WMBI-FM, along with 
WCRF, Cleveland and WDLM, East 
Moline, have placed an emphasis upon 
its ministry to boys and girls. The 
weekly schedule includes the “Know 
Your Bible Club,” popularly known 
as the “KYB Club,” a program in 
which children take part. 

Each Sunday afternoon, between 
100 and 150 visitors come to partici- 
pate in the broadcast or just to watch. 
Besides musical numbers each KYB 
Club broadcast includes a skit, with 
the Bangles solving family situations 
through obedience to the Word of 
God. Then there is Uncle Chuck with 
his Bible lesson. Twelve-fifteen each 
day is Story Time for Boys and Girls, 
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with a schedule of variety programs 
after school at 4:15. 

But Aunt Theresa’s party also has 
a very special Christmas purpose. “We 
want the children to know that 
Christmas is the Lord,” explains Aunt 
Theresa. “We want them to know Him 
not only as the Babe of Bethlehem, 
but as the Saviour, crucified and risen. 

“Children ought to know that 
Christmas is not so much the things 
that are brought before their eyes as 
it is the coming of the Lord. Just to 
hear 2,000 voices singing the beautiful 
Christmas carols at the party should 
do something for them. That’s why 
we have the party early, so that they 
may have the glow and feel of Christ- 
mas in their hearts all through the 
season.” 

Any part means problems— and this 
one is no exception. When you plan 
a party, you send out invitations, and 
before long you know about how 
many to plan for. But when you’re an 
Aunt Theresa, with thousands of 
young listeners, 


fun begins. 


To begin with, perhaps you plan on ; 


an auditorium that seats 1,000, but to 
be on the safe side you say that those 
who come must write for tickets. And 
then some more fun. The party gets 
bigger and bigger, and soon you find 
you have been crowded into the larg- 
est available auditorium seating 2,200. 
But the request for tickets keeps 
coming in and you fill the auditorium 
twice.” 

Imagine yourself in this auditorium 
near the front as a guest at a typical 
KYB Club Christmas party. The plat- 
form is decorated with wreaths and 
aluminum Christmas trees, and an air 
of expectancy hangs over the audito- 
rium. Exactly at starting time a trom- 
bone quartet appears on the platform 
to play several brisk numbers. Then 
Uncle Mike appears to lead the huge 
audience in singing Christmas carols. 

As the program advances, other

special numbers are given in rapid 
sequence—selections by a robed choir 
of children, the KYB Club’s regula: 
soloist, Beverly, and a cornet solo by 
Scott. Uncle Chuck conducts a brief 
children’s Bible study in which KYB 
Club participants look up Bible refer- 
ences. Then Aunt Theresa tells a 
story which brings out the meaning of 
Christmas. 

This part of the program is followed 
by a film on the birth of the Babe of 
Bethlehem and then another Bible 
story film. These are important parts 
of the program designed to separate 
the devotional from the fun portion 
of the party which follows. 

From this point on events move 
even more swiftly. Two clowns in 
billowing suits and comic hats appear 
on the platform. With them is a huge 
“enlarging box” for making things 
bigger. The clowns put in a candy 
lifesaver and out comes a doughnut. 
They put in a doughnut and out comes 
an innertube painted white. 

Children lean forward in their seats 
and parents smile broadly as the “en- 
larging box” is put to a climactic 
test—a piggy bank is lowered into the 
box with the hope that both bank and 
contents will be enlarged. Boys and 
girls cheer and laugh as the box 
trembles and shakes, finally collapsing 
as a third clown dressed like a pig 
rushes out and runs up and down 
the platform. 

By this time the auditorium rocks 
with laughter and cheers. More

‘L'wo Momentous 
Interviews 





N the preceding lessons we learned 
the purpose of John’s Gospel: 
“These [signs] are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God. .. .” In chapters 1 and 
2 we discerned five parts or scenes: 
The Prologue, the record of John, the 
earliest disciples, the wedding at Cana 
and the Lord at Jerusalem for the 
Passover. 

The Prologue (1:1-18) proclaims 
the Word made flesh and expressly 
affirms the deity of Jesus Christ. 
John the Baptizer, in this section, 
nobly performs his office as the fore- 
iunner of Christ. Our Lord’s earliest 
disciples, we saw, came to Him in dif- 
ferent ways, but usually through the 
testimony of someone else. 

In keeping with his purpose, John 
recorded the first miracle, or sign, 
which our Lord performed — the 
changing of the water to wine at Cana. 
Chapter 2 closes with the account of 
our Lord’s visit to Jerusalem for the 
feast of the Passover, at which time 
He accused the people of making the 
temple a house of merchandise. 


+ Cuapters 3 and 4 fall into four main 
sections, two of which we shall em- 
phasize in this unit: 

The Interview with Nicodemus— 
The New Birth, 3:1-21.

How much we can all learn from 
the Lord Jesus Christ’s dealings with 
individuals! In chapters 3 and 4 He 
talked to two very different people; 
yet their basic problem was the same. 
The Jewish religious leader and the 
unhappy Samaritan woman of im- 
moral background both needed the 
Saviour. 

It is impossible to determine pre- 
cisely why Nicodemus came to Jesus 
at night (3:1, 2). His visit was 
prompted by the miracles which the 
Lord Jesus had performed during His 
visit in Jerusalem (compare 2:23 and 
3:2). Rather than condemn him for 
his timidity, or even cowardice, we 
should be thankful that he came at all. 
He is mentioned twice more in the 
Gospel (7:50 and 19:39). 

There is no record that Nicodemus 
asked a question at the beginning of 
the interview. He opened with a 
statement of his belief that Jesus came 
from God (3:2). However, the Lord 
Jesus, who knows men’s hearts (2:25), 
answered the question for which 
Nicodemus really wanted an answer 
(3:3). 

The teaching of the Lord Jesus con- 
cerning the new birth has already 
been anticipated in the Prologue 
(1:12, 13). Although Nicodemus pro- 
fessed bewilderment, there is indica- 















tion that he could, and _ probably 
should, have known this basic truth 
from his acquaintance with the Old 
Testament (3:10). Possibly the cen- 
tral passage which the Lord Jesus had 
in mind was from Ezekiel: 

“Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you. A new heart 
also will I give you, and a new spirit 
will I put within you: and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your fiesh, 
and I will give you an heart of flesh. 
And I will put my spirit within you, 
and cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shall keep my judgments, and 
do them” (Ezek. 36: 25-27). 


+ Natura. birth and position cannot 
give a person a right standing before 
God. There must be an entirely new 
relationship —a _ birth from above 
(compare II Cor. 5:17; I Pet. 1:23; 
I John 5:1; Titus 3:4-7). This super- 
natural work of the Holy Spirit of God 
(3:8) takes place when one exercises 
personal faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

To show the condition which must 
be fulfilled on the human side, the 
Lord Jesus cited an illustration from 
the Old Testament (3:14). The his- 
torical record of the brazen serpent in 
the wilderness (Num. 21:4-9), with 
which Nicodemus would be familiar, 
was used to show the element of faith,

This is shown by the tense of the 
verb in the original language. The 
sentence might be translated, “But 
whosoever takes a drink once of the 
water that I shall give him, will not 
thirst at all forever... .” This follows 
from the very nature of the spiritual 
water. The thirst of the body must be 
satisfied from without. The soul that 
has drunk the water of life never 
thirsts because that water keeps 
springing up within. 

Satisfaction! The world is seeking 
it, but does not know its meaning. 
Satisfaction can come only when one 
has accepted the gift of God. Does it 
last? Yes, the text declares it and 
experience confirms it. The Christian 
life becomes richer and fuller as time 
goes on (compare Prov. 4:18). 

3. It can be received through be- 
lieving. 

There is no way of knowing posi- 
tively what was in the heart of the 
Samaritan woman as she asked for 
this water (4:15); but even if she 
spoke jestingly, she did have a longing 
for something better than the transi- 
tory things of her experience. 

Christ offers something which will 
absolutely satisfy every longing of the 
human heart; in fact, He Himself is 
that satisfaction. This is the same gos- 
pel that the Lord gave to Nicodemus, 
even though it is expressed differently. 
Through the death of the Lord Jesus 
Christ on Calvary, God can, and does, 
offer eternal life to anyone who be- 
lieves. Has any Christian ever been 
sorry that he accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour? 

4. This truth has an application to 
believers. 

Many Christians are living in such 
a way they can scarcely be distin- 
guished from the people of the world. 
They appear to be thirsting and to be 
seeking to quench that thirst by gulp- 
ing down great draughts of the water 
of the world. How foolish! Like Israel 
of old, such Christians have “com- 
mitted two evils”: 

“They have forsaken me (the Lord) 


the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken cis- 
terns, that can hold no water” (Jer. 
2: 33}. 

Yet in spite of any failure on our 
part, the words of the Lord Jesus are 
still true; and our hearts—even when 
cold—must answer “Amen.”

Conclusion: 


There have been other great cities 
in one period or another, which be- 
cause of their particular charm or 
their remarkable geographical fea- 
tures, or the nature of the historical 
events that have occurred within their 
boundaries, have won the affection of 
great multitudes and inspired paeans 
of praise—cities such as Damascus, 
Constantinople, Rome and Florence, 
Athens, Paris and London. 

But of none of these, or of former 
cities now buried in the dust of cen- 
turies, such as Babylon and Ephesus, 
Tyre and Samaria, have men who 
have seen their glory and their deca- 
dance ever written that the ruined 
city will some day rise again in greater 
glory and abide through the ages. Of 
no city is this true except Jerusalem. 

From the eighth century before 
Christ, long before Jerusalem’s de- 
struction by Nebuchadnezzar, down 
through the centuries a continued 
prophetic strain on the part of in- 
spired prophets, reiterated by later 
lovers of Zion, set forth the unquench- 
able conviction that some day this 
city of Jerusalem would fulfill her 
name and become the city of peace 
and truly be what she has never been, 
the holy city of God. 


+ THE MANY, many prophecies refer- 
ring to this coming age I would like 
to arrange in a somewhat logical or- 
der. To do so, I will begin with the 
theme mentioned in our last study, 
namely, that the Jewish people will 
return to this land from all the cities 
of the earth. Israel will begin this 
return, as we saw in our last study, 
of her own volition, without any par- 
ticular reference to serving God, or 
without any specific Messianic ex- 
pectations. 

Jeremiah wrote: “Behold, I will 
bring them from the north country, 
and gather them from the uttermost 
parts of the earth, and with them the

blind and the lame, the woman with 
child and her that travaileth with 
child together: a great company shall 
they return hither. They shall come 
with weeping; and with supplications 
will I lead them: I will cause them 
to walk by rivers of waters, in a 
straight way wherein they shall not 
stumble; for I am a father to Israel, 
and Ephraim is my firstborn” (Jer. 
Si: 3, 9). 

These words are paralleled by other 
prophets. (See also Isa. 55:11; 35:10; 
60:1-3; 66:20.) Even the Psalmist 
foresaw such a great and final return. 
“For there is hope of a tree, if it be cut 
down, that it will sprout again, And 
that the tender branch thereof will 
not cease” (Job 14:7). (See also Ps. 
53:6; Jer. 32:37; Zeph. 3:20; Zech. 
Bt, 8). 


+ I suppose that the first of many 
factors to take place mentioned by 
the prophets in relation to this city’s 
final state would be that of cleansing. 
That would be her first great need. 

“And I will turn my hand upon 
thee, and thoroughly purge away thy 
dross, and will take away all thy tin 
. .. afterward thou shalt be called the 
city of righteousness, a faithful town” 
(Isa. 1:25, 26). 

“And it shall come to pass, that he 
that is left in Zion, and he that re- 
maineth in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem; when 
the Lord shall have washed away the 
filth of the daughters of Zion, and 
shall have purged the blood of Jeru- 
salem from the midst thereof, by the 
spirit of justice, and by the spirit of 
burning” (Isa. 4:3, 4). (See also Joel 
3:21.) Then will the prediction of 
Joel be true, “Then shall Jerusalem 
be holy” (Joel 3:17). (See also Zech. 
14:20, 21.) Then at last will this city, 
called by God Himself the Holy City, 
truly display this basic quality and be 
worthy of being the Zion of the Holy 
One of Israel (Isa. 60:14). 

When the city shall have been 
cleansed, and made truly holy, God 


will dwell in the midst of her. Over 
and over again this is the promise of 
God (Zech. 2:5, 10, 11; 8:3; see also 
52:8 and Zeph. 3:15, 17.) Now will 
come to pass Isaiah’s prophecy, which 
has certainly never been fulfilled in 
any period of Jerusalem’s history. 
Now will the glory of God illumine 
this city. Once the glory of God de- 
parted from the city because of its 
wickedness, and it has never returned. 
But the promise is that that glory will 
return. 

“Afterward he brought me to the 
gate, even the gate that looketh 
toward the east: and, behold, the 
glory of the God of Israel came from 
the way of the east: and his voice was 
like the sound of many waters; and 
the earth shined with his glory” 
(Ezek. 43:1, 2). 

Then will Israel be “delighted with 
the abundance of her glory” (Isa. 
66:11; also Hag. 2:6-9). 

“The nations which see thy right- 
eousness, and all kings thy glory; and 
thou shalt be called by a new name, 
which the mouth of Jehovah shal! 
name” (Isa. 62:2; see also 1:26 and 
60:21). 

With God in her midst, and holi- 
ness and_ righteousness prevailing 
throughout her every precinct, then 
will rest upon this city that peace of 
which the prophets dreamed. “Pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem: They shall 
prosper that love thee. Peace be with- 
in thy walls, And prosperity within 
thy palaces. For my brethren and 
companions’ sakes, I will now say, 
Peace be within thee. For the sake of 
the house of Jehovah our God I will 
seek thy good” (Ps. 122:6-9:; see also 
Isa. 60:17; 66:12; Mic. 4:2, 3; Hag 
2:9). At last, after centuries of war. 
captivity, dispersion, persecution, and 
fear, Israel will “dwell safely” (Zech 
14:11). 

Now will Jerusalem become the city 
of joy (Ps. 53:6 and Isa. 51:11). Jeru- 
salem will now “break forth into joy” 
because “Jehovah hath comforted his 
people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem” 
(Isa. 52:9).

And 
it shall be, that whoso of all the fami- 
lies of the earth goeth not up unto 
Jerusalem to worship the King, Jeho- 
vah of hosts, upon them there shall 
be no rain. And if the family of Egypt 
go not up, and come not, neither shall | 
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| it be upon them; there shall be the 

| plague wherewith Jehovah will smite 

| the nations that go not up to keep the 

| feast of tabernacles. This shall be the 

| punishment of Egypt, and the punish- 

| ment of all the nations that go not up 
to keep the feast of tabernacles” 
(Zech. 14:16-19). 

Even the psalmist spoke of this day 
when “men may declare the name of 
Jehovah in Zion, And his praise in 
Jerusalem; When the peoples are 
gathered together. And the kingdoms, 
to serve Jehovah” (Ps. 102:21, 22; see 
also Isa. 60:3; 49:6, 7, 22, 23; Mic. 4:2; 
Zech. 8:22). 

If we believe in the literal fulfil- 
ment of these prophecies—and how 
can one help but so believe—then we 
also believe that the day is coming 
when the throne of David for His 
greater Son, the King of kings, will be 
set up in that city. Even in the days 
of Solomon, when the kingdom was 
threatened at the time of the rise of 
Jeroboam, a message was sent through 
Ahijah to the one who did wickedly 
divide the kingdom. “And unto his 
son will I give one tribe, that David 
my servant may have a lamp always 
before me in Jerusalem, the city 
which I have chosen me to put my 
name there” (I Kings 11:36; compare 
14:21 and Isa. 22: 20-23). 

The declaration of Isaiah awaits the 
day when the greater Son of David 
shall sit upon his throne: “Let mine 
outcasts dwell with thee; as for Moab, 
be thou a covert to him from the face 
of the destroyer. For the extortioner 
is brought to nought, destruction 
ceaseth, the oppressors are consumed 
out of the land” (Isa. 16:4; see also

While ail biblical students recog- 
nize that the word “forever” does not 
necessarily mean throughout all eter- 
nity, it does carry the connotation of 
an extension through historical time 
at least. This idea of Jerusalem abid- 
ing forever is a dominant overtone 
throughout this prophetic literature, 
beginning as far back as the time of 
David, who, toward the end of his life 
declared, “The Lord the God of Israel] 
hath given rest unto his people and 
He dwelleth in Jerusalem forever” 
(I Chron. 23:25). Our Lord Himself 
echoed this in declaring of Jerusalem, 
“This is my resting place forever” 
(Ps. 132:14; compare Ps. 48:8). 

Certainly such a passage as Isaiah 
33:20 has not yet been fulfilled: 
“Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see Jeru- 
salem a quiet habitation, a tent that 
shall not be removed, the stakes 
whereof shall never be plucked up, 
neither shall any of the cords there- 
of be broken.” 

Though many of the cities men- 
tioned in the Bible are in ruins to- 
day, e.g. Nineveh, Shiloh, Hazor, the 
old city of Jericho, Babylon, etc., the 
declaration that “Judah shall abide 
forever and Jerusalem from genera- 
tion to generation (Joel 3:20) is still 
true. 

No more fitting words could con- 
clude this brief study of a great theme 
than this late prophecy of Isaiah: “I 
have set watchmen upon thy walls, 
O Jerusalem; they shall never hold 
their peace day nor night: ye that 
are Jehovah’s remembrancers, take ye 
no rest, and give him no rest, till he 
establish, and till he make Jerusalem a 
praise in the earth” (Isa. 62:6, 7).

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PRESSTIME BULLETIN—Dr. Wil- 
liam Culbertson has returned to MBI, 
following his 30,000-mile world-wid¢ 
missionary tour began early last Sep- 
tember. 


% President William Culbertson has 
made new friends in many far-ofi 
corners of the world during his 
ministry to missionaries as the guest 
of several mission boards. One of the 
most unusual is a cannibal chief in 
New Guinea. As a friendship token 
Dr. Culbertson gave the chief a small 
compass, while the chief replied in 
kind by ceremoniously applying white 
sago (starch made from a palm tree) 
to Dr. Culbertson’s face. 

Later, in a personally conducted 
tour of the chief’s village, the two 
visitors saw a number of human 
skulls, grim and gruesome reminders 
of the tribe’s history of cannibalism. 

“We visited one village where only 
two years ago they attacked another 
village and killed. and ate eighty peo- 
ple,” writes Mr. Lockyer, MBI Alumni 


| Executive Secretary who accompanied 


Dr. Culbertson. “They are still can- 
nibals, but the missionaries have won 
their friendship. Little by little the 
are learning the lan- 
guage, and before long they will tell 
them of Jesus and His love.” 
Working in this area is Walter Post, 
MBI ’39, of the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance, who was the first 
missionary to enter the interior of 
New Guinea. He now has a Bible 
school with eighty-five students. 


» Perhaps the oldest Moody graduate 
in missionary service is H. P. Elson of 
Tangiers, Morocco. He knew D. L. 


S| Moody personally during his student 
8 | days at Moody Bible Institute in 1893. 


Since his arrival in Morocco in 1896 
he has operated the Raymond Lull 
House, an orphanage. Now at ninety- 
five, he is retiring and letting other 
MBI grads take over. Visiting him in 
September were Dr. Irwin A. Moon 
and Dr. George Speake of Moody In- 
stitute of Science, who are on a round- 


| the-world photographic mission get- 


ting footage for a film on the impact 
of D. L. Moody’s life and work. 

In Kaemassett, Morocco, these two 
men saw several Moody alumni work- 
ing among the Berber tribes people. 
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These folks were “hungry for anything 
to read in Arabic. People eagerly 
scramble for printed correspondence 
course announcements.” 


» Afghanistan and Tibet, two coun- 
tries which are still closed to mis- 
sionaries, are currently being reached 
with Christian literature supplied by 
Moody Literature Mission. A mis- 
sionary working in Pakistan on the 
Afghanistan frontier is reaching 
travelers from that country who come 
to a bookstore which he operates. 
They are hungry for reading material. 

The Tibetan border is even more | 
tightly sealed by the Chinese Reds. | 
Yet, here again Christian literature | 
from a border town penetrates that | 
darkened land with the message of | 
hope. A Tibetan newspaper carries | 
the gospel message in its advertising | 
columns. The readership of this paper 
is estimated to be an amazing 100 | 
readers per copy. 


» During the Christmas holidays, 
more than two dozen MBI students 
will go to Mexico for an intensive 
literature evangelism campaign in 
Mexico City and other centers. 


» Among the top speakers for the 
1961 Founder’s Week will be Dr. J. 
Allen Blair, Dr. G. Allen Fleece, Dr. 
tobert G. Lee, Dr. Carl Armerding 
and our own Dr. William Culbertson.

BACKGROUNDS TO DISPENSA- 
TIONALISM, by Clarence B. Bass 
(Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 184 
pages, $3.50) 


This book professes to be an inquiry 
into the sources and backgrounds of 
dispensationalism, written for the 
pastor who has been taught to be a 
dispensationalist. Half of the book is 
devoted to John Nelson Darby—the 
man, his theology, his followers, his 
controversies—on the premise that he | 
is the father of dispensationalism. 
The author argues that dispensational- 
ism has proved to be “a divisive ele- 
ment in the Christian church.” He 
states that its “divisive spirit ... is an 
inherent part of the system,” and that 
dispensationalists forget the purpose 
of the church on earth. He says also 
that “the church needs to throw off 
the mantle of ‘in but not of’ detach- 
ment and apply itself vigorously to the 
spiritual and social problems of its | 
world.”

The 
more advanced students may secure 
the source books used and have the 
material in its original form, but for 
those who desire the information 
gathered together in this manner, this 
book is recommended.—Roger D.

make sure they are read. Here are 
a few suggestions: 


Divide the class into two teams and | 


conduct a quiz based on the previous 
week’s paper. Or read the beginning 
of an article aloud in the presession, 
halting the story at a teasingly inter- 
esting place.

the scripture might be fulfilled, saith, 
I thirst.” 

Why did Jesus say, “I thirst”? 

“. . . that the scripture might be 
fulfilled .. .” 

What scripture? 

Psalm 69:21: “They gave me vine- 
gar to drink.” 

Jesus knew that in order to fulfill 
all the prophecies literally, He must 
get the drink of vinegar. And the way 
to get it was to say, “I thirst.” 

Now read the rest of the passage: 
“Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a sponge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop 
and put it to his mouth. When Jesus 
therefore had received the vinegar, 
he said, It is finished.” 

That’s it. Every single prophetic 
word concerning His first advent up 
until that time had been fulfilled and 
Jesus knew it. And He said, “It is 
enough. No need to suffer longer.” 
Tetelestai! One word in the Greek: 
Finished! And He gave up the ghost. 


+ How glad I am that Jesus didn’t 
die from any other cause, but of His 
own will laid down His life for my 
sin. “No man taketh my life from me,” 
He said. “I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take it 


| again. This commandment have I re- 


ceived from my Father” (John 10:18). 

The fact that Jesus had power to 
rise again from the dead is my assur- 
ance that the work was done. If one 
sin had remained unatoned for, Jesus 
would still be in the tomb. The resur- 
rection is the evidence of the suffi- 
ciency of the satisfaction that He 
made to God for our sins. 

That is why we read in Isaiah 
53:11: “He shall see of the travail 
of his soul, and shall be satisfied.” 
The Scripture has been finally ful- 
filled. “He (that is, God the Father) 
shall see of the travail of his (God 
the Son’s) soul, and (He, God the 
Father,) shall be satisfied.” 

Hallelujah! The payment He made 
satisfied the demands of a holy God 
and a holy law. “When thou shall 
make his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall prolong 
his days, and the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand.” 

Oh, Christian, rejoice! Not that 
people are satisfied with your out- 
ward conduct, nor that you are satis- 
fied, but rejoice that today God the 
Father is satisfied with what His Son, 
our Saviour, did for you and me. 
Glory! Hallelujah! Amen! END 
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to relatives, to friends, to as many 

as we can who hold a place in our 

hearts. 

In saying this, I am well aware of the 
objections. Christmas has been “com- 
mercialized”; that is true. Long before 
December appears, stores are decorated 
and displaying Christmas merchandise. 
To merchants the Christmas season is 
the most profitable time of year. 

However, we do not have to be “com- 
mercial.” Commerce carries the idea of 
exchange, and if we exchange gifts we 
are joining the hosts of those who com- 
mercialize the season. But giving is vastly 
different. 

God did not exchange, He gave—and 
willingly, because He loved. When He 
sent His Son into the world for our sakes, 
He asked only that we accept His Gift. 
Can we not in a small way follow His 
pattern at Christmas time? 


| BELIEVE in giving gifts at Christmas— 


+ In observing the birthday of the Lord 
December, 1960 


Jesus, certainly our Christmas giving 
should begin with gifts to Him and to 
His work. 

In our family we give first to the 
church where we receive spiritual bless- 
ings and fellowship. Next we think of 
the work in regions beyond. We who have 
not been called to go have surely been 
called to give. And because there are so 
many places of need, we pray earnestly 
for guidance as to where such gifts 
should be sent. 

But we do not believe that Christmas 
giving should stop there. There are 
others to whom we feel the Lord would 
have us give freely and joyfully at 
Christmas time. 

How many of them there are! There 
are dear relatives who love us even 
though they know our faults, Christian 
friends who have often helped with the 
children in time of sickness, the paper 
boy, the milk man and others with whom 
we have contact every week. There are

teacher who taught our timid little boy 
to trust the Lord; how can we forget 
her?—and so many others.

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manage at our house. All year long, as 
we go about our weekly household shop- 
ping, we select items here and there with 
Christmas in mind. These gifts are little 
things, perhaps sale items or something 
we've heard a dear one wish for. Once 
made, these purchases are placed in our 
gift box. 

The cost is small. We take it from our 
weekly household money, doing without 
something we might have otherwise 
bought. The children call it “sacrifice 
giving,” and as each gift is placed in 
the box they smile over the “sacrifice” 
involved. For none of us really feels that 
he has made much of a sacrifice; the 
joy we experience more than makes up. 
And we have Christmas all year! 


+ AND then I sew. I’m not the most 
gifted seamstress, but there is love in 
each stitch. My chief “Dorcas” accom- 
plishment is the lowly apron, but what 
woman ever has too many of these use- 
ful articles? Odd pieces of print are 
blended with a suitable scrap. And, 
guided by pleasant thoughts of the per- 
son who will wear it, we produce an 
apron. 

Incidentally, when you give aprons, 
don’t forget the men. Sometimes the 
Sunday school teacher or youth worker 
on your list will be a male, and lots of 
men are delighted with aprons tailored 
to their masculine tastes, especially when 
they play “chef” at the outdoor picnic 
grill or the barbecue pit. 

If you do not sew, there are other 
things that you can make. Try colored 
candles, for example, or other homemade 
articles described in homemaking maga- 
zines this time of year. Remember, the 
simplest gifts are often the most appre- 
ciated. One year, for example, we made 
Scripture plaques, using a simple wood- 
burning tool. The texts were personal 
and had lasting spiritual value. 

Don’t overlook gifts from your own 
kitchen. These can be candy, cookies, 
fruitcakes—the variety is endless. 

At our house we have a family bake 
night. I make raised yeast dough ahead 
of time; later, my husband and our sons 
join me in the kitchen. Sitting around 
the table, they shape, fill and decorate 
a variety of sweet rolls and breakfast

pastries. These are then baked and 
frozen for delivery as gifts during the 
busy week preceding Christmas. Most 
housewives are delighted with such re- 
membrances and we as a family enjoy 
the fellowship of working together. 
Just as we like to give, others like to 
give also. Our house is filled with things 
loving friends have sent us at Christmas. 


We appreciate the gifts, but above all 
that, it is so nice to be remembered. 


+ THROUGH the years we have noticed 
this: Those who seem to give most to 
the Lord’s work, both in time and money, 
are the ones who delight in little re- 
membrances to others at Christmas. They 
remember not only those in the house- 
hold of faith, but those outside. By their 
thoughtfulness they have made it clear 
that they have something their non- 
Christian friends need and want. 

It is the same with us. Not infre- 
quently we have found that a modest gift 
has opened the way to introduce our 
Saviour to someone who had previously 
overlooked his need for personal faith 
in Jesus Christ. If a little gift, gayly 
wrapped and tied, can pave the way to 
such a discovery, surely it is pleasing to 
our Lord! 

So once again this Christmas we'll 
be giving gifts. Stop such giving? Never! 
This year, as in the past, we want to do 
it as a fitting part of Christmas, gladly, 
freely, as unto the Lord. END

1. Our passage in Isaiah 61 is espe- 
cially significant because of our Lord’s 


| own treatment of it, as recorded in 


Luke 4:16-21. In the synagogue of 
Nazareth He read what is our first 
verse and the first phrase of verse 2, 


| then, closing the book (or scroll), He 


said, “This day is this scripture ful- 
filled in your ears.” Thus He applied 
the passage directly to Himself, at the 


| same time indicating the ministry He 
| had come to accomplish. 


2. The Matthew passage is quite as 
significant, but in another way. In it 
we see our Lord’s reaction to adver- 
sity. The chapter begins with the in- 
cident concerning John the Baptist. 
When the disciples of John, having 
received an answer to their question, 
departed, Jesus uttered His great 
commendation of the forerunner, then 
turned to the question of the childish 
folly and unbelief of “this generation.” 
His own mighty works had simply 
made no impact upon those cities 
which were privileged to see and 
benefit from them. Humanly speak- 
ing, His ministry was to date a failure. 
Wherever He turned, He tasted the 
bitterness of rejection. What was His 
answer? “I thank thee, O Father.” 


Consider These Points 
1. Divine progression (Isa. 61:1-11). 


| Did you notice where Christ stopped 


in the reading of Isaiah 61 in the 
synagogue of Nazareth? He stopped at 
“the acceptable year of the Lord,” so 
what follows was not covered by His 
statement. “This day is this scripture 
fulfilled.” The “day of vengeance” had 
not yet come. So that phrase stands 
between two eras of blessing—one 
described as “the acceptable year of 
the Lord,” and the other marked by 
a glorious renaissance in Israel. Thus 
we see the Lord Jesus involved in

three tasks, all of which are wrought 
by the anointing of the Holy Spirit. 
First He brings and heralds the day 
of grace. The “acceptable year” is still 
with us (II Cor. 6:2). He will appear 
again as the agent of God’s wrath 
upon the nations who have defied 
God’s authority, as in Revelation 
6:12-17; 19:11-16. Then comes com- 
fort to Zion, under their Messiah- 
King, when, instead of being the scorn 
of the nations, they will be held in 
highest esteem as “the seed which the 
Lord hath blessed,” and “the priests 
of the Lord.” Verse 10 is certainly a 
wonderful description of our salva- 
tion, with its robe of imputed right- 
eousness, but we should not forget 
that it is first of all the prophet’s 
rejoicing in the salvation of his people 
Israel. 

2. Divine sovereignty (Matt. 11: 25- 
27). In this remarkable passage the 
Lord Jesus acknowledges first the 
sovereign will of the Father and then 
declares His own sovereign will, and 
notice that both are connected with 
revelation. The Father sovereignly 
hides certain things from “the wise 
and prudent,” and as sovereignly re- 
veals them to “babes.” The context 
indicates that “these things” are the 
truth relating to Christ Himself. Some 
saw in Him a deceiver and an im- 
poster, while others saw in Him “the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
Jesus attributes this to the act of the 
Father. Then, speaking of the divine 
Father-Son relation, He declares that 
none can come to a knowledge of the 
Father or the Son by natural means. 
It is the prerogative of the Son to 
reveal the Father, and the sovereign 
will of the Son is the great deter- 
minant. So this sovereignty of revela- 
tion is shared by the Father and the 
Son. 

3. Divine invitation (Matt. 11:28- 
31). Here the sovereign Lord issues 
a great invitation, addressed to “all” 
who labor and are heavy laden. A 
true gospel invitation is always ad- 
dressed to “all,” not just to the elect. 
Christ offers rest and here shows the 
way. There are two steps in the way 
of rest. The first is coming to Jesus 
for the gift of rest, the second is learn- 
ing of Him for the discovery of rest. 
The first is the rest of sins forgiven. 
The second is the rest of obedience, 
which is at a deeper level. Taking His 
yoke is a descriptive phrase for dis- 
cipleship. 
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Apply These Truths 

1. Watch your attitude to Israel. | 
They will yet appear as a nation) 
blessed of the Lord. 

2. Watch your attitude to salvation. | 
It is no cheap commodity, but a beau- | 
tiful wedding garment. 

3. Watch your attitude to adver-| 
sity. Learn to say, “I thank thee, O|

Keep in Mind 

1. It is rather interesting that Mat- 
thew the Jew tells of the Gentiles, 
magi from the east, who came to see 
the infant Christ, while it is Luke the 
Greek who tells of the coming of the 
Jewish shepherds for the same pur-| 
pose. In other respects, however, they 
act more in character. Matthew cites 
the ancient prophecy (Micah 5:2) 
which named the place of Messiah’s 





birth, while Luke introduces a bit of 
world history which called Joseph and 
Mary to Bethlehem for the holy birth | 
(Luke 2:1-4). 

2. It is evident that the shepherds 
visited the stable the very night of 
the Saviour’s birth, but it is equally 
evident that the visit of the magi was 
some time later—long enough for the 





census crowds to depart and for 
Joseph to find a house (Matt. 2:11) 
for his family. Apparently his inten- 
tion was to stay in Bethlehem rather 
than return to Nazareth. 


Consider These Points 

1. The shepherds hear the good 
news (Luke 2:8-14). It has been sug- 
gested that these shepherds were 
tending the sheep belonging to the 
temple, and therefore consecrated for 
sacrifice. At any rate, they were on 
duty when the heavenly messengers 
came to them, breaking the stillness 
of the Judean night with their glad 
tidings. In verse 9 we should read “an 
angel” rather than “the angel.” The 
latter would be the equivalent of “the 
angel of Jehovah” in the Old Testa- 
ment, who is identified with Jehovah 
Himself. On the other hand, “all peo- 
ple” in verse 10 should be “all the 
people,” referring specifically to 





Israel, to whom the Gospel came first. 
Luke the Gentile inserts the definite | 
article here, moved by the Holy Spirit. | 
Note the title of the newly-born: 
Saviour, Christ, the Lord. His name 
Jesus is connected with His saviour- | 
hood (Matt. 1:21). Christ is the Greek 
equivalent of Messiah, the anointed

the best reading is “peace on earth 
| to men of good will”—that is, to men 
who are the objects of God’s good 
will.

Unbelief is enervating and destructive 
of action, but faith stirs to action and

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Keep in Mind 

1. John’s Gospel stands by itself 
with respect to the four. Matthew, 
Mark and Luke are called the Synop- 
tic Gospels because of a measure of 
common content and structure and 
viewpoint, but John breaks new 
ground, not only in material, but in 
method and structure. He is the most 
theological of the four, although his 
language is the simplest. He interjects 
comments far more frequently than 
the others, and at times it is difficult 
to know whether he is recording or 
commenting. 

2. There is no room for a discussion 
here of the authorship. We believe 
the writer was the apostle John, who 
both veils and reveals himself by the 
title, “the disciple whom Jesus loved.” 

3. The purpose of the Gospel is 
clearly stated in 20:30, 31. It was writ- 
ten with an evangelistic objective— 
that men might believe and live. Dr. 
Merrill Tenney aptly entitles his ex-

cellent volume on this Gospel, “The

4. John adopts a definite method in 
the pursuit of his purpose. He chooses 
eight “signs” out of all the wonderful 
works of the incarnate Lord and 
makes his presentation revolve around 
these eight. The other evangelists 
record many more of the miracles, but 
John builds more around them. 


Consider These Points 
This Gospel begins with a prologue, 
Moody Monthly 
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in which we see the pre-incarnate 
Word and the incarnate Word. As 


used by John, this term “Word” 
means far more than the philosophic 
vagaries which the Gnostics indi- 


cated. Here it refers to the personal,

eternal Son of God, through whom | 


alone God is known. 

1. The pre-incarnate Word (vv. 
1-9). His eternity is emphasized by 
the twice repeated “in the beginning,” 
and by His existence before all crea- 
tion. There could be no clearer state- 
ment of His true deity than “the Word 
was God,” despite the specious quib- 
ble of certain groups over the absence 
of the article before “God” 
Greek). The absence of the article 
emphasizes the nature and character 
of His being, rather than making Him 
one of a class, as Jehovah’s Witnesses 
hold. 

Notice the twofold activity of the 
pre-incarnate Word. He is the medi- 
ator of creation, God’s active agent in 
bringing all things into being. The 
other activity is revelation. He is the 
Light. from whom all the light flows 
which has ever lightened the minds 
and souls of men. Since the entrance 
of sin, the light has been in conflict 
with darkness and proves itself in- 
vincible. Truth can be rejected, but 
not destroyed. 

2. The incarnate Word (vv. 10-14). 
Coming into a world of sin, the 
world’s creator met with the tragedy 
of non-recognition, “The ox knoweth 
his owner, and the ass his master’s 
crib” (Isa. 1:3), but sin has reduced 
man to a level of darkness beyond 
that of the beast. Academically a man 
may be a genius, but the things of 





(in the | 





God are foolishness to him until he | 


receives light from above. The Lord 


came to lay claim to what was His | 


by divine right, but his own people, 
chosen from among. the 
spurned Him. But, unrecognized and 
unwanted, He carried through His 
redemptive mission and opened the 
way to sonship for those who took the 
lonely path of receiving Him and 
owning His right. Even in the flesh 
He showed Himself the true Son of 
the Father, in all truth and grace, and 
in nothing more than this sharing of 
sonship. 


Apply These Truths 

1. As in the eternal beginning, so at 
the beginning of life and light for you 
and me stands Christ, the Word. To 
seek life and light elsewhere is to 
seek in vain. 

2. Sonship with God is both a mat- 
ter of adoption and of birth. We 
“qualify” for both by receiving Jesus, 
and in no other way. 

3. Having received the Light, let 
us bear witness of the Light.

The First of His Signs 
John 2:1-11 


MEMORY SELECTION: This be- 
ginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana 
of Galilee, and manifested forth his 
glory; and his disciples believed on 
him.—John 2:11 


Keep in Mind 

1. The time notice given at the be- 
ginning of this chapter must refer 
back to our Lord’s finding of Philip, 
who in turn brought Nathanael (1: 43- 
51). It does not fit the time notices 
of 1:29, 35, 43. The “third day” would 
be two days after according to our 
mode of reckoning. 

2. Cana of Galilee is tentatively 
identified with Kafr Kenna, which 
would make it only a few miles north- 
east of Nazareth. 

3. The Mormons, who hold that 
Christ was a polygamist, make this 
one of His own weddings. But a bride- 
groom does not usually have to be in- 


| vited to his own wedding. Moreover, 
| the disciples (at this point five in 
| number) were invited in the same 


way, and nobody, so far as I know, 
affirms that this was their wedding! 
The Jewish wedding feast generally 
lasted for several days. Some have 
suggested that the shortage of wine 
was caused by the “unexpected” ar- 
rival of Jesus and His disciples. There 
is no indication in the record of this. 
They were duly invited guests. 


Consider These Points 

1. Our Lord’s interest in common 
life. The Lord Jesus indeed points us 
heavenward, but He is concerned with 
the present interests of His people. 
A birth, a marriage, a new job, a 
home, a holiday, a sickness, death— 
these all touch Him, and He wants to 
be with us in them all as an active 
participant. More than that, He is 
touched with our joys and sorrows, 
our conflicts and triumphs, our temp- 
tations and defeats, our frustrations 
and embarrassments. Here was an 


| embarrassing situation—shortage of 


wine at a wedding feast!—and Jesus 
had a care respecting it. 

2. Our Lord’s place in common life. 
If He is indeed our Lord, then the 
only place for Him in all our affairs 
is that of Lord! He came as “the serv- 
ant of Jehovah” and stooped to do the 
work of a servant in washing His 
disciples’ feet and preparing break- 
fast for them by the Sea of Galilee, 
yet He said, “Ye call me Master and 
Lord, and ye say well; for so I am”— 
(John 13:13), and whenever any in- 
fringed upon His rightful position, He 
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quickly rebuked them. So it was in 
Cana. His mother approached Him, 
exercising what she regarded as the 
prerogatives of her motherhood, to 
secure His help with regard to the 
lack of wine.

mother-son relationship. Mary quick- 
ly discerned His meaning, and urged 
the servants to give Him implicit obe- 
dience, which they did. It is as our 
Lord that He supplies our needs, not 
as our servant. 

3. Our Lord’s contribution to com- 
mon life. On the surface of the story 
we see Jesus saving His friends from 
a most humiliating situation. But if 
we may wax somewhat allegorical, 
we see in His turning the water into 
wine His wonderful practice of mak- 
ing common things rich and full and 
blessed. We do not need a mansion 





and a million to be rich. With Jesus 
the plainest fare can be a feast, and 
all life glows with radiance, even if 
the circumstances seem drab. More 
than that, however ordinary by hu- 
man standards, life is always pro- 
gressively better with Him. Dr. W. 
Graham Scroggie used to say, “It’s 
better further on.” With the Lord 
Jesus, every day’s wine is better than 
yesterday’s.

Keep in Mind 

1. Nicodemus bore an aristocratic 
name which means “conqueror of the 
people.” In keeping with his name he 
held aristocratic rank. He was “a 
ruler of the Jews,” and apparently 
chief of the rabbinical order, for Jesus 
called him “the teacher of Israel” 
(v. 10, Greek). 

2. Nicodemus’ recognized. divine 
authority in the teaching of Jesus, 
backed up by the miracles which He 
wrought. As chief of the rabbinical 
office and a member of the Sanhedrin, 
he was duty bound to enquire into 
the credentials of his new Teacher, 
especially in view of widespread mes- 
sianic expectations. But more, he was 
a seeker on his own behalf, a hungry 
soul, ready to obey if only he were 
assured that Jesus was a voice from 
God. It is evident that Jesus received 
him as a sincere seeker after truth, for 
He so treated him, opening to him the 
glories of the gospel. 

3. Of course we are told that Nico- 
demus came by night because he was 
a coward, afraid to come by day. We 
have no right to pass such judgment 
on one who later raised a lone voice 
in the Sanhedrin in support of Jesus 
(John 7:50-52), and still later partici- 
pated generously and lovingly in the 
burial of the sacred body. There could

Consider These Points 

1. The necessity for the new birth 
(vv. 3, 6). The new birth is not an 
arbitrary demand of God, but it is a 
moral necessity, based on the natural 
inability of man. Man the sinner has 
no more capacity for the things of 
God than a dog has a capacity to ap- 
preciate beauty and art and culture. 
In his natural state man “cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” It is all foolish- 
2:14). However 


it cannot be 
changed into spirit. So the necessity 
for the new birth is not a matter of 
wonder (v. 7). 

2. The means of the new birth 
(v. 5). Much controversy has raged 
around this verse, especially the 
“water.” Various explanations have 
been offered, largely depending upon 
whether one held sacramental or non- 


sacramental views. While recognizing | 


the difficulties involved, I find that 
explanation most satisfying which re- 
gards the water here as figuratively 
representing the Word. The apostle 
Paul speaks of “the washing of water 
by the word” (Eph. 5:26), and Peter 
affirms that the new birth is “not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God” (I Pet. 1:23). 


3. The mystery of the new birth | 
(v. 8). The same word in the Greek | 


is translated “wind” at the beginning 
of the verse, and “Spirit” at the end. 
If we accept this reading, then the 


wind is presented as an illustration of | 


the mystery of the new birth, which 
is known only by what it produces in 
the born-again one. If we _ read 
“Spirit” at both ends of the verse, as 


some have suggested, then the mean- | 
ing would be that the one born of | 


the Spirit is as much a mystery to the 
natural man as is the Holy Spirit 
Himself. And how true that is! 

4, The ground of the new birth 
(vv. 12-17). The answer to the whole 
mystery is Christ—Christ lifted up as 
the sin-bearer for a lost world (v. 
14); Christ given as God’s great love- 


gift to a dying world (v. 16); Christ | 
sent as the messenger of peace to an | 


estranged world (v. 17). Looking to 
Him, believing in Him, receiving Him, 
means life everlasting. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Education, reformation, and mor- 
ality are not enough. “Ye must be 
born again.” 

2. It makes all the difference in 
whom you believe. Trust erroneously 
placed will spell ruin, but trust in

[? it wrong for Christian parents to 
tell their children about Santa 
Claus? Is this telling them a lie which 
would, in years to come, cause them 
to lose confidence in their parents? 

The dangers in the Santa Claus 
question came forcefully to me one 
year as I overheard a conversation at 
the Christmas parade. 

“Mommy,” the little girl began. 
“Does Santa Claus really know if I’ve 
been a good girl or not?” 

“Yes, dear, and you’ve been such a 
good girl that I’m sure he won’t for- 
get your present.” 

“And Mommy, does he really go all 
over the world with his reindeer and 
come down the chimney with our 
presents?” 

“Yes, dear.” 

A puzzled look crossed the sweet 
face, a long silence . . . then, “He’s 
just like God, isn’t he, Mommy? Our 
Sunday school teacher told us that 
God knows what is in our hearts and 
that He is everywhere, too.” 

The arrival of the Santa Claus pa- 
rade interrupted the dialogue at that 
point and soon we were enjoying 
Snow White, Jack and the Beanstalk 
and, of course, Santa himself. But I 


have often wondered how that mother 
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How one mother handles 


the parents’ perennial problem, 
"What do we do with Santa Claus?” 


answered her little girl’s searching 
question. 

My own answer to the problem of 
Santa Claus is this: It all depends on 
how we present him. 

We have four children, and each one 
has enjoyed a visit to Santa Claus in 
toyland. With very few exceptions, 
we have, as a family, annually at- 
tended the Santa Claus parade. But 
not one of our children has ever be- 
lieved in Santa Claus. 

We explain Santa to them in the 
same way we explain Alice in Won- 
derland, Little Red Riding Hood or 
Goldilocks. In the same fashion that 
we share Winnie the Pooh with our 
children in a land of “make believe,” 
we share this jolly gentleman who 
makes his presence known every 
Christmas. 

Yet we avoid presenting him, as 
many do, in an almost divine capacity 
and with all the seriousness of sober 
truth. In short, he’s just a “let’s 
pretend” man. 

We have yet to find that this ap- 
proach has spoiled any of the enjoy- 
ment of Christmas for any of our chil- 
dren. The solution has always been a 
happy one. We enjoy Santa Claus, 
but we don’t believe in him.

+ Bur there is an even more serious 
problem connected with this Christ- 
mas legend. That’s the problem of 
Santa Claus in the church. 

Yes, he’s there, all right, in many of 
our churches. I remember my discov- 
ery as a girl at our Sunday school 
program. Awe-struck, I said to my 
mother, “Santa Claus sounds just like 
Mr. Fisher!” And he was Mr. Fisher. 

I thought it was bad when our 
daughter, Heather, came home and 
told of her girl friend selecting books 
such as Lassie and The Wizard of Oz 
to read to her beginners Sunday school 
class. But I was even more shocked 
when I learned that she taught her 
class about Rudolph the Red Nosed 
Reindeer much as we would teach our 
beginners the actions to Wide, Wide 
As the Ocean. 

The question is, “How can we 
criticize others when we have opened 
our own church doors to an usurper?” 
Let’s rethink our Christmas program 
and keep this red-coated distraction 
outside the walls of the church. We 
want our children to remember their 
Sunday school Christmas program as 
the time when the living account of 
God coming to earth as a babe is pre- 
sented in story and song. ENpD

as his smiling face bobbed affirma- 
tively up and down. As I see him 
again in mind’s eye, I thank God once 
more for the light that is still shining 
in the darkness of this age. 


+ To remember this man is to think 
of another, a man whose name and 
country I do not even dare to mention 
lest I endanger him and those who 
have aided him in the name of Christ. 
The guidebook in this overwhelming 
Mohammedan country, giving statis- 
tics concerning its large population of 
Moslems and the sparse sprinkling of 
Hindus and Jews, says flatly, “There 
are no Christians.” 

I have news for the one who wrote 
that guidebook! 

Only minutes after we had landed 
in that country, we met one who has 
found Christ. We listened to his 
moving testimony: how he came to the 
United States as an exchange student 
... Was invited to attend a church... 
became interested ... went back again 
and again .. . and finally accepted 
Christ as his Saviour. 

When his studies in America were 
over, he returned to his country 
and his village. On his first night 
home there was a reception in honor 
of home - town - boy - made - good - in - 
America, and they called on their 
guest of honor for a speech. To their 
amazement he arose and said, simply 
and sincerely: “Something very won- 
derful happened to me in America. 
I became a Christian!” 

Even during this social occasion 
there was mixed reaction. The next 
day he was abruptly hauled before the 
judge of his village, and that very 
afternoon—presumably on the judge’s 
order—was stoned and left for dead. 

This was not back in the days of the 
young church described in the Book 
of the Acts. This was in the waning 
weeks of the year of our Lord, 1959. 

His testimony continued: people 
who can only be described as other- 
than-his-countrymen came to _ his 
rescue, and helped him make his pain- 
ful way to a neighboring country. 
There kind Christian friends arranged 
for him to find political asylum and 
stay. But this fine young man—so 
new in Christ—insisted that he must 
return to his own country and wait 
there until he could openly give tes- 
timony to his faith. He knew that he 
would have to live for a time as a 
secret believer (and such he is), but 
he waits with prayerful impatience for 
the time when he can stand up again 
to be openly identified with Christ. 
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How dogmatic and dangerous the 
darkness of his land! Yet light always 
overcomes the darkness; and so the 
tiny light of this single life shines 
forth, as much as it has opportunity. 

Yes, darkness .. . but light.

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I GuEss I must be about the happiest guy in the world— 
or, at least, in our town. That would be Mountlake, 
Ore., population 1,275. Everything is going along just the 
way it should be. For a while, though, things looked pretty 
dismal. 

By the way, my name is Joe Berry. I’m president of the 
young people’s group at our church. It’s not because I’m 
handsome, or a big brain, or anything like that.

+ I'Lt be the first one to admit that 
Mountlake High isn’t the biggest frog 
in the puddle.

I don’t know what Agatha Von Ford 
III thought. She was so used to having 
the three of us riding around together, 
but now old Joe usually drove around 
by himself—except when I took my 
mother to the store, or something like 
that. 

It got real bad at school. In fact, I 
was glad when Christmas vacation 
came even though I like school.

wounded man. He was deep in shock, 
' and I could see that he was about to 

die. He could say nothing but “Pray” 

over and over. I did pray, but he 
| soon slipped out—wnere, I don’t know. 
| I prayed for that dying man that 
| moment, but I prayed something dif- 
| ferent, too. I prayed that God would 
| forgive my lackadaisical attitude and 
my pride in thinking that all I had to 
do was live a good life. 

As soon as a lull came in the battle 
and I had an opportunity to call my 
men together, I told them what I be- 
lieved—how Jesus Christ had died for 
each one of them and what He meant 
to me, and how I had failed them up 
to this point. 

I told them that I would not harass 
them by talking about it all the time, 
but if they wanted to pray or find out 
what the Scriptures said, I would be 
glad to talk or pray with them. 

This was the beginning of a very 
fruitful time. We had Bible studies 
together, and a number of men ac- 
cepted Christ as Saviour. 

I had learned the hard way. There- 
after, when I was assigned to a new 
unit, I made it a habit to call my men 
together to tell them what I believed. 
I let them know it was my greatest 





desire to help them before the heat of 


battle came, when—busy with the 
duties involving the whole unit—] 
would not be able to help. 

When I entered the service this 
time, I made it the primary require- 
ment for myself that the men who 
were with me would know that I was 
a Christian. 


+ ANOTHER excuse I had should be 
mentioned—another conscience-salve 
which allowed me to remain silent 
about my Lord—namely, that I might 
turn out to be a poor soldier and thus 
bring disrepute on His name.

+ I suppose you are feeling rather 
pleased up to this point with our Bible 
study this month. We have discovered 
that every created thing exists for 
man’s enjoyment, and that he may 
freely use them. Surely, you are 
thinking, this gives me the right to 
have every kind of luxury and all the 
fun that I can get! I needn’t deprive 
myself of anything, but always have 
the best that money can buy. 

Indeed, if our article were to end 
here, that might well be so. But if 
we are to be faithful to God’s Word, 
we must consider the other side too. 

The fact is, both man and the world 
in which he lives have been corrupted 
by Satan. You know the story of the 
fall in Genesis 3 too well for us to need 
to look it up. But perhaps you do not 
know God’s verdict on His fallen 
world. 

You will find it in Genesis 6:12. 
How similar this verse is to Genesis 
1:31—-yet, how different! Once again 
God looks at His world; once again we 
have the word, “behold.” But this 
time everything is not “very good,” 
but what? What does the word mean? 
What does the verse say that all flesh 
had done? So you see, Satan has firmly 
entrenched himself in the things of 
this world, and we do well to be on 
the watch for him. 

What warning does the apostle John 
give us in I John 5:19? What do we 
(Christians) know about ourselves? 
But what about the world? Is it under 
God’s sway? What does it lie in? 
What a change from that last day of 
creation! 

The word translated “wickedness” 
could just as well be rendered “the 
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wicked one,” that is, Satan. The whole 
world lies in his domain. See in the 
previous verse what “he that is be- 
gotten of God” (the Christian) must 


do. 


+ WHaT a strange paradox this is! 
The world is made by God, yet it lies 
in Satan. Every creature of God is 
good, yet it is all corrupt! We have 
a right to enjoy everything, yet the 
devil is ready to pounce on us if we 
ever cease to be watchful! John gives 
us the most serious warning of all in 
I John 2:15. What is said about our 
attitude to the things in this world? 

I think the answer to all this for the 
Christian is found in Ephesians 5:15. 
“See then” means “give careful atten- 
tion.” How is the Christian to walk 
(that is, live)? This word means 
“keeping a careful watch,” not care- 
lessly or thoughtlessly. What does the 
verse say the Christian is to be? 

Do you agree, I wonder, that the 
verses we have studied warn us 
against two mistakes? They are these: 

1. We must not say, “We are Chris- 
tians, SO we are not going to enjoy any 
of the good things in this world and we 
are never going to have any fun!” 
That would be to imply that God had 
made an evil world, and would be 
contrary to the words of Scripture. 

2. We must not, on the other hand, 
say, “We are Christians, so we can do 
as we like. We will get all the fun we 
can out of life, and we will not deny 
ourselves anything that gives us pleas- 
ure!” To say that would be to blind 
ourselves to the danger that lies hid- 
den everywhere in this world—the 
devil with his great purpose to spoil 
our walk with the Master. 

It is a strange thing that at the very 
time of the year when we should be 
remembering the One who, “though 
He was rich, yet for our sakes became 
poor,” we give ourselves over most 
shamelessly to luxury and self-indul- 
gence. Excusing ourselves with the 
thought that it is “only once a year,” 
and that, “after all, it’s Christmas,” 
we disgrace ourselves and our Lord 
by our excesses. And this at the very 
time when we commemorate the 
greatest example of self-denial that 
the world has ever known!

But if 
we are to be faithful to God’s Word, 
we must consider the other side too. 

The fact is, both man and the world 
in which he lives have been corrupted 
by Satan. You know the story of the 
fall in Genesis 3 too well for us to need 
to look it up. But perhaps you do not 
know God’s verdict on His fallen 
world. 

You will find it in Genesis 6:12. 
How similar this verse is to Genesis 
1:31—yet, how different! Once again 
God looks at His world; once again we 
have the word, “behold.” But this 
time everything is not “very good,” 
but what? What does the word mean? 
What does the verse say that all flesh 
had done? So you see, Satan has firmly 
entrenched himself in the things of 
this world, and we do well to be on 
the watch for him. 

What warning does the apostle John 
give us in I John 5:19? What do we 
(Christians) know about ourselves? 
But what about the world? Is it under 
God’s sway? What does it lie in? 
What a change from that last day of 
creation! 

The word translated “wickedness” 
could just as well be rendered “the 
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wicked one,” that is, Satan. The whole 
world lies in his domain. See in the 
previous verse what “he that is be- 
gotten of God” (the Christian) must 


do. 


+ WuaT a strange paradox this is! 
The world is made by God, yet it lies 
in Satan. Every creature of God is 
good, yet it is all corrupt! We have 
a right to enjoy everything, yet the 
devil is ready to pounce on us if we 
ever cease to be watchful! John gives 
us the most serious warning of all in 
] John 2:15. What is said about our 
attitude to the things in this world? 

I think the answer to all this for the 
Christian is found in Ephesians 5:15. 
“See then” means “give careful atten- 
tion.” How is the Christian to walk 
(that is, live)? This word means 
“keeping a careful watch,” not care- 
lessly or thoughtlessly. What does the 
verse say the Christian is to be? 

Do you agree, I wonder, that the 
verses we have studied warn us 
against two mistakes? They are these: 

1. We must not say, “We are Chris- 
tians, SO we are not going to enjoy any 
of the good things in this world and we 
are never going to have any fun!” 
That would be to imply that God had 
made an evil world, and would be 
contrary to the words of Scripture. 

2. We must not, on the other hand, 
say, “We are Christians, so we can do 
as we like. We will get all the fun we 
can out of life, and we will not deny 
ourselves anything that gives us pleas- 
ure!” To say that would be to blind 
ourselves to the danger that lies hid- 
den everywhere in this world—the 
devil with his great purpose to spoil 
our walk with the Master. 

It is a strange thing that at the very 
time of the year when we should be 
remembering the One who, “though 
He was rich, yet for our sakes became 
poor,” we give ourselves over most 
shamelessly to luxury and self-indul- 
gence. Excusing ourselves with the 
thought that it is “only once a year,” 
and that, “after all, it’s Christmas,” 
we disgrace ourselves and our Lord 
by our excesses. And this at the very 
time when we commemorate the 
greatest example of self-denial that 
the world has ever known! 


+ THERE could be no better point at 
which to conclude this study than by 
considering I John 2:6. In all ques- 
tions relating to our daily manner of 
life there is one supreme Pattern. 
And, this Christmas, let everything 
you do be subject to Him. Let nothing 
spoil your walk with Him. There are 
other ways to have a merry Christ- 
mas, but this is the only road to a 
happy one! END
